A defencsive lcii};uc has been formed be- 
tween Tuscany, liulop;iia and Modona, the 
object of which is to prevent the restora- 
tion of the Italian government, and to lay 
down a basis for assimilating their insti- 
tutions more in conformity witli each 
other. 

Tho national Assembly of Jlodona has 
confirmed Farina as dictator of the Duchy, 
and empowered him to borrow live iiiillioiis 
of uiouov for tho purpose of restoring to 
liberty the' political prisoners carried away 
by Francis I. 

Deputations from tho Duchies of Tuscany 
and Modona, which had unanimously 
asked to be annexed to tho KinKiloni of Sar- 
dinia, had waited' upon the Kinfj of Turin. 

It is stated that tho Kin|^ replied to the 
deputatons that ho M-ould not !iccc])t even 
iii'ui isionull y the lumc.xatiou of any of the 
Ducliies to his iloininions witliout consult- 
ing France and tho other great powers of 
Europe, 

As to the Italians, generally, they con- 
tinue to maintain an attitude of the greatest 
firmnoss in regard to their national inde- 
pendence. Order, however generally jire- 
vailoil, especially in the Diicliies, wli(;re 
the hostility to the return of tho Austrian 
Arciidiike continued unabated.
